Previously  to  the  adoption,  in  the  Registration  Report  of 
1855,  of  the  present  Nosological  Arrangement  of  Tables 
IX.,  X.  and  Xa.,  the  term  "Infantile"  in  those  tables  in- 
cluded under  a  single  designation  not  only  all  deaths  returned 
under  the  several  heads  "  Infantile,"  "  Premature  "  or  "  Prema- 
ture Births,"  but  also  all  ascribed  to  '*  Debility  "  or  ''Unknown  " 
causes,  if  under  two  years  of  age. 

This  plan  was  continued  until  the  Registration  Report  of 
1868,  in  which,  to  secure  greater  accuracy,  the  method  now 
employed  was  adopted,  by  which  deaths  returned  under  the 
head  of  "Premature,"  "Premature  Births"  or  "Infantile" 
are  stated  separately  in  Tables  IX.,  X.  and  Xa.  Deaths  of 
children  under  two  years,  from  "Debility"  or  "Unknown" 
causes,  are  no  lono^er  classified  as  "Infantile."

FIFTY-FOUETH  EECilSTRATION  EEPORT. 

(1895.) 


When  the  editor  of  this  report  was  requested  to  perform  the 
duty  of  editing  the  statistics  for  the  year  1891  he  came  to  the 
conclusion,  after  examination  of  several  previous  reports,  that 
a  full  and  complete  resume  of  the  statistics  of  the  common- 
wealth as  to  the  births,  marriages  and  deaths  as  well  as  those 
of  divorce  and  of  the  work  of  the  medical  examiners  should 
be  made  only  once  in  five  years,  namely,  in  those  years  when 
the  figures  of  the  State  or  National  census  enabled  the  compiler 
to  make  ratios  based  upon  a  number  of  the  population  which 
was  as  nearly  accurate  as  possible. 

It  had  been  the  custom  to  make  these  ratios  upon  the  basis 
of  a  population  whose  number  was  estimated,  and  it  was  evi- 
dent that  all  these  ratios  had  to  be  changed  when  the  census 
returns  gave  a  more  accurate  basis  for  an  estimate  of  the  num- 
ber of  the  population  for  the  non-census  years,  and  it  was  quite 
clear  that  the  summary  for  each  individual  non-census  year  as 
stated  in  the  report  for  that  year  was  inaccurate. 

Inasmuch,  however,  as  it  is  desirable  to  give  the  rates  for 
births  and  deaths  each  year  with  approximate  accuracy,  the 
method  of  computing  them  from  a  basis  of  a  population  whose 
number  is  estimated  must  be  continued,  because,  while  the 
variation  for  a  single  year  would  not  be  very  great,  if  the  com- 
putation was  made  upon  the  basis  of  a  population  whose  exact 
number  was  ascertained  some  years  previous,  at  the  end  of  a 
fourth  year  the  error  would  be  so  great  as  to  render  the  sta- 
tistics of  no  value. 

But  for  the  comparison  of  the  data  of  long  periods,  twenty 
years  for  instance,  it  was  thought  wiser  to  prepare  those  tables 
only  once  in  five  years  when  the  census  figures  were  available. 
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These  tables  of  comparison  will  be  found  in  this  year's 
report. 

Many  other  tables  which  give  the  statistics  for  periods  of  ten 
or  twenty  years  or  for  a  longer  period  will  be  also  found  in 
this  year's  report.  The  work  of  preparing  these  tables  has 
not  been  inconsiderable  owing  to  the  necessity  of  reviewing 
the  tables  previously  published  which  are  by  no  means  devoid 
of  error.  The  fact  that  such  a  condition  obtained  in  many 
other  tables  was  not  without  weight  in  the  decision  that  a  very 
large  number  of  tables  would  be  sufficient  for  *' practical 
utility"  if  published  once  in  five  years. 

In  this  report  for  the  year  1895,  the  observations  are  based 
upon  the  Census  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  for  that  year. 
The  editor  has  endeavored  to  have  the  tables  as  free  from  error 
as  possible,  and  to  prepare  as  many  as  are  necessary  for  *'  prac- 
tical utility."  The  work  is  presented  with  the  hope  that  it  may 
at  least  be  for  any  future  editor  an  easier  task  to  present  all 
needful  facts  to  those  who  desire  to  make  deductions  from  the 
vital  statistics  of  this  commonwealth. 

The  editor  is  indebted  to  the  work  of  Professor  Richmond 
Mayo  Smith  of  Columbia  College  on  Statistics  and  Sociology 
for  the  statistics  as  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths  in  many 
foreign  countries  which  are  presented  in  tables  under  their  ap- 
propriate heads  and  which  give  the  average  rates  for  the  period 
of  twenty  years  1871-1890  and  the  rates  for  the  years  1891, 
1892  and  1893. 

The  number  of  births  returned  by  the  Registration  Officers 
of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1895  was  67,545,  the  number  of 
marriages  was  23,102  and  of  deaths  47,540;  or,  609  more 
births,  2,423  more  marriages  and  749  more  deaths  than  were 
recorded  in  1894. 

The  aggregate  registration  including  2,367  still-births  was 
140,554  which  was  3,855  greater  than  that  of  1894. 

The  excess  of  living  births  over  deaths  was  20,005.  This 
was  less  by  140  than  the  excess  in  1894,  but  was  greater  than 
that  of  any  other  year  since  the  beginning  of  registration.

2,500,183:  — 

Birth-rate  27*02  to  1,000  of  the  population;  marriage  rate 
(marriages),  9-24  ;  persons  married,  18-48  ;  death-rate,  19-01  ; 
excess  of  births  over  deaths,  8-00. 

There  was  one  child  born  alive  to  38  persons,  one  person 
married  to  54  persons,  and  one  death  to  53  persons  according 
to  the  above  rates  when  the  calculation  is  based  upon  a  popu- 
lation whose  number  is  2,500,183. 

The  same  data  also  indicate  a  daily  average  of  183  births, 
63  marriages  and  130  deaths  during  the  year  1895. 

In  Table  1  are  presented  the  population,  the  number  of 
births,  marriages  and  deaths,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
the  birth,  marriage  and  death  rates,  and  the  natural  rate  of 
increase  of  the  population  for  a  period  of  forty-five  years. 
The  rates  are  calculated  only  for  the  census  years. 

Table  2  presents  the  number  of  the  population  of  Massa- 
chusetts with  the  total  increase  by  periods  of  five  years  as 
compared  with  previous  census  years  compiled  from  Provincial, 
United  States  and  State  Census  Reports.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  1895  was  67,545,  which 
was  larger  than  that  of  any  year  since  the  beginning  of  regis- 
tration in  Massachusetts  ;  the  rate  for  living  births  as  calculated 
from  the  population  (27-02)  was  less  than  that  of  any  year 
since  1890.  It  was  also  less  than  the  average  birth-rate  for 
the  five  year  period  1891-1895,  1851-1855,  1856-1860,  1871- 
1875,  but  larger  than  the  average  rate  for  the  five  year  periods 
1861-1865,  1866-1870,  1876-1880,  1881-1885  and  1886- 
1890. 

The  number  of  births  and  still-births  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years  1876-1895  is  presented  in  the  following  table  (and  in 
table  6  the  birth-rates  for  forty-five  years  in  groups  of  five 
year  periods).

In  table  8  are  presented  the  number  of  births  by  counties  for 
a  period  of  thirty  years,  and  the  birth-rates  of  census  years.  In 
this  table  the  births  of  each  county  for  any  given  year  and  the 
birth-rate  for  any  census  year  may  be  compared  with  those  of 
other  counties  and  with  those  of  the  State  for  the  same  year 
and  also  with  the  births  of  the  same  county  in  other  years  as 
well  as  the  birth-rates  of  the  counties  in  census  years. 

This  table  shows  a  considerable  uniformity  in  the  birth-rates 
of  the  different  counties  when  the  birth-rates  for  counties  are 
compared  for  different  census  years,  while  compared  with  each 
other  the  birth-rates  present  considerable  variations,  Essex 
county  having  the  highest  rate  and  Nantucket,  Dukes  and 
Norfolk  the  lowest. 

As  compared  with  the  births  for  1894  there  was  an  increase 
in  Dukes,  Hampden,  Middlesex,  Norfolk,  Plymouth  and  Suf- 
folk, and  a  decrease  in  all  the  rest.

For  the  period  of  twenty  years  (1876-1895)  52-06  per  cent, 
of  the  births  occurred  in  the  last  half  of  the  years  of  the  period, 
23-9  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  24  0  per  cent,  in  the  second 
quarter,  26-5  per  cent,  in  the  third  quarter  and  25  6  per  cent, 
in  the  last  quarter.

The  statistics  presented  in  table  11,  relative  to  the  sex  of 
children  born  alive  in  1895,  differ  but  little  from  those  of  1894, 
or  from  the  average  of  the  previous  ten  years. 

The  ratio  of  males  to  females  in  1895  was  105-2  as  compared 
with  105-4  in  1894  and  with  an  average  of  105*1  for  the  pre- 
vious ten  years.  The  ratio  of  males  to  females  among  the 
still-born  was  in  1895  159-5  as  compaied  with  166-8  in  1894 
and  151-7  for  the  previous  decade.  The  ratio  of  male  to  female 
births  among  the  illegitimate  births  was  110-4  in  1895  as  com- 
pared with  102-9  in  1894  and  105-2  for  the  ten  year  period. 

In  table  12  are  presented  the  statistics  relative  to  the  parent- 
age of  children  born  alive  in  Massachusetts  in  1895,  together 
with  those  relating  to  the  parentage  of  plural  births.  There  is 
also  a  table  relating  to  the  parentage  of  illegitimate  children, 
which  can  not  be  considered  of  great  value  for,  aside  from  the 
well  known  inaccuracy  of  the  returns  in  this  particular,  and  the 
fact  that  the  nativity  of  the  mother  alone  is  stated,  such  a  table 
may  by  its  inaccuracy  cast  an  unjust  reflection  upon  either  the 
native  or  foreign  born  parent. 

The  excess  of  children  born  of  foreign  parents  over  those  of 
native  parentage  in  1895  was  9,777,  which  was  greater  by  487 
than  the  excess  of  the  same  class  in  1894.  It  was  also  greater 
than  that  of  any  other  year  since  the  beginning  of  registra- 
tion. 
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In  table  13  are  presented  the  statistics  relative  to  the  ratio 
of  illegitimate  births  to  each  thousand  living  births  by  counties 
for  the  period  of  ten  years  (1886-1895)  by  which  it  appears 
that  in  1895  Nantucket  county  had  the  highest  ratio  and  Suffolk 
the  smallest.  As  previously  stated  however  the  returns  as  to  ille- 
gitimate births  are  on  the  very  face  of  them  unreliable  and  com- 
ment on  such  a  tabulation  of  returns  is  practically  useless.  It  is 
not  at  all  credible  that  Suffolk  county  with  a  population  of  539,799 
had  only  14  children  born  out  of  wedlock  while  Bristol  county 
with  a  population  of  only  219,019  had  69  illegitimate  births. 

The  table  is  simply  given  for  what  it  is  worth  and  as  an 
illustration  how  sometimes  statistics  may  mislead  unless  all 
conditions  are  taken  into  consideration. 

In  table  14  the  percentages  of  native  and  foreign-born  children 
are  given  for  a  series  of  years,  1886-1895  b}^  which  it  appears 
that  the  percentage  of  native-born  children  has  decreased  with 
considerable  uniformity  during  the  decade,  and  it  is  also  true 
if  a  longer  period  of  years  is  taken  into  account,  and  it  is 
less  in  1895  than  in  any  other  year  since  the  beginning  of 
registration. 

The  percentage  of  children  born  of  foreign  parents  was  with 
the  exception  of  1893  greater  than  that  of  any  previous  year 
since  1874.     In  1893  the  percentage  was  47-00. 

The  percentage  of  children  born  of  mixed  parentage  was 
greater  than  that  of  1886,  1887  and  1893  but  less  than  that  of 
any  other  year  in  the  decade  1886-1895.

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In  table  15  are  given  the  statistics  as  to  the  number  of  births 
for  twenty  years  1876-1895  with  the  parentage,  and  from  this 
table  it  appears  that  the  number  born  of  mixed  parentage  was 
13,847  which  was  less  by  93  than  the  number  of  the  same  class 
born  in  1894  but  was  greater  than  that  of  any  other  year. 

Plural  Births. — In  1895,  1,499  children  were  born  of  745 
mothers.  Of  this  number,  1,472  were  twins  and  27  were 
triplets.  The  number  of  oflfspring  of  plural  births  in  1895 
was  greater  than  that  of  any  of  the  previous  twenty  years.

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In  table  16  are  presented  data  in  regard  to  plural  births  for 
twenty  years  1876-1895  showing  the  number  of  cases  of  twins 
and  of  triplets  with  the  ratio  of  living  births  to  one  case  of  twins 
and  also  the  number  of  living  births  to  one  case  of  triplets. 

Illegitimate  Births.  — The  number  of  illegitimate  births  reg- 
istered in  1895  was  576,  which  was  8-53  per  1,000  of  the  whole 
number  of  living  births  in  that  year.  This  number  was  -10  per 
1,000  greater  than  the  number  registered  in  1894,  -49  greater 
than  the  number  for  1893  but  was  less  than  the  number  regis- 
tered in  any  other  of  the  previous  years  of  the  twenty  year 
period  1876-1895.  These  comments  are  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  which  have  been  previously  mentioned  —  the  data 
are  set  forth  in  table  17.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  marriages  registered  in  Massachusetts  in  1895 
was  23,102,  which  was  2,4^!3  more  than  the  number  registered 
in  1894,  and  388  more  than  that  of  1893,  and  was  also  greater 
than  that  of  any  previous  year.  The  number  of  persons  married 
for  each  thousand  of  the  living  population  as  ascertained  by  the 
census  was  18-48  and  the  number  of  marriages  to  each  thousand 
was  9-24. 

There  was  one  person  married  to  every  52-8  of  the  popula- 
tion, as  compared  with  one  in  each  59-3  in  1894  and  52-4  in 
1893.

In  table  18  are  presented  the  number  of  marriages,  persons 
married  in  each  thousand  of  the  population,  and  the  number 
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living  to  one  marriage  for  the  period  of  forty-five  years,  1851- 
1895.  The  editor  admits  that  publishing  rates  for  years 
where  the  number  of  the  population  is  estimated  is  somewhat 
inconsistent  with  what  has  been  before  stated,  but  inasmuch  as 
the  estimate  is  based  on  what  is  actually  known  of  the  population 
in  census  years  the  possible  error  is  at  its  minimum  in  this  case. 

The  marriage  rate  for  1895  as  calculated  from  the  census  of 
1895  was  -5(3  less  than  the  average  rate  of  the  census  years  for 
the  past  forty-five  years. 

Table  19  presents  the  number  of  marriages  in  each  county 
for  each  year  in  the  period  of  ten  years  (1886-1895),  together 
with  the  marriage  rates  (number  of  marriages  to  each  1,000 
living)  for  the  census  years  1880,  1885,  1890  and  1895.

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In  table  22  is  presented  a  summary  of  the  number  of  persons 
married  at  different  ages.  These  are  classified  by  sexes,  and 
by  their  conjugal  condition  before  marriage.  The  approximate 
average  age  of  each  class  is  also  given. 

The  number  of  men  married  under  twenty  years  of  age  was 
1*7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  men  married  whose  ages 
were  known,  which  was  '1  of  one  per  cent,  less  than  the  per- 
centagre  of  the  same  class  in  1894 ;  and  the  number  of  women 
married  who  were  under  twenty  years  of  age  was  15-1  percent,  of 
the  whole  number  married  whose  ages  were  known  as  compared 
with  15*5  per  cent,  in  1894  and  15*3  per  cent,  in  1893.  The 
number  of  men  who  were  married  between  the  ages  of  twenty 
and  twenty-five  was  35-7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number,  and  the 
number  of  women  married  at  the  same  age  was  43*7  per  cent,  as 
compared  with  35-2  per  cent,  for  the  men  and  44*2  per  cent,  for 
the  women  in  1894.  The  men  who  married  between  twenty-five 
and  thirty  were  33-2  per  cent,  of  the  whole  numberand  the  women 
were  24-2  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  as  compared  with  32-6 
for  men  and  23*6  for  women  in  1894.  Seven  hundred  and  forty- 
six  men  and  278  women  married  after  having  attained  the  age  of 
fifty  years  ;  24  men  and  no  women  were  over  seventy -five  years 
of  age  at  time  of  marriage  and  6  men  were  over  eighty.

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In  table  23  are  presented  the  average  ages  at  marriage  of  all 
persons  of  both  sexes  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  and  of 
persons  married  for  the  first  time  for  the  same  period.  The 
average  age  of  each  of  these  classes  was  lower  by  a  small 
fraction  of  a  year  than  those  of  the  same  classes  in  the  pre- 
vious year,  except  for  the  class  of  women  marrying  for  the

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In  table  26  are  presented  the  percentages  for  a  period  of 
twenty  years,  1876-1895  of  marriages,  with  reference  to  the 
nativity  of  groom  and  bride.  By  this  table  it  appears  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the  native  born  from 
1876  to  1882,  and  from  thence  on  a  pretty  uniform  decrease 
up  to  1895.  The  percentages  of  the  foreign  born,  with  a  few 
exceptions  varied  inversely  with  the  former.  In  the  class  of 
marriages  of  persons  of  mixed  parentage  there  has  been  an 
increase  with  considerable  uniformity  in  the  whole  period.

For  this, 
table  the  editor  is  indebted  to  the  work  before  mentioned  of 
Prof.  Mayo-Smith  of  Columbia  College. 

In  table  28  are  presented  the  percentages  of  native  and 
foreign  born  persons  married,  by  counties,  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  wherein  it  appears  that  the  counties  in  which  occurred 
the  greatest  percentages  of  native  birth  in  1895  were  Nantucket, 
Barnstable,  Berkshire  and  Dukes,  and  those  in  which  the  least 
percentage  of  such  marriages  occurred  were  Bristol,  Suflfolk 
and  Hampshire. 
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DIVORCES. 

The  causes  for  which  divorce  from  the  bonds  of  matrimony 
may  be  granted  in  Massachusetts  as  set  forth  in  the  Public 
Statutes  are  as  follows  :  — 

1.  Adultery. 

2.  Impotency. 

3.  Sentence  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  five  years  or  more. 

4.  Desertion  for  three  consecutive  years  next  prior  to  the  filing 
of  the  libel. 

5.  Separation  without  consent,  and  union  for  three  years  with  a 
religious  sect  or  society  holding  the  relation  of  husband  and  wife 
unlawful. 

6.  Extreme  cruelty. 

7.  Gross  and  confirmed  habits  of  intoxication. 

8.  Cruel  and  abusive  treatment. 

9.  Neglect  to  provide. 

10.  Gross  and  confirmed  drunkenness  from  opium  or  other  drugs. 

A  marriage  may  be  declared  void  in  consequence  of  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  the  laws  concerning  marriage. 

For  at  least  a  quarter  of  a  century  no  divorces  have  been 
granted  on  the  ground  of  union  with  a  religious  sect  holding 
the  relation  of  husband  and  wife  unlawful.

It  appears  that  in  the  year  1895  the  whole  number  of 
divorces  granted  was  954,  which  is  153  less  than  the  whole 
number  granted  in  the  year  1894,  and  91  less  than  the  number 
granted  in  1893  ;  and  it  further  appears  by  reference  to  former 
reports  that  the  total  number  of  divorces  granted  in  1895  is 
larger  by  266  than  the  average  number  granted  in  the  twenty 
year  period  1876-1895. 
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Causes.  —  Of  the  whole  number  of  divorces  granted  in  1895 
183,  or  19  2  per  cent.,  were  granted  on  the  ground  of  adultery, 
as  compared  with  19-9  per  cent,  in  1894,  20*9  per  cent,  in  1893, 
21-0  in  1892,  while  for  the  twenty  year  period  1876-1895  the 
average  percentage  was  21 '9. 

The  percentage  of  divorces  granted  on  the  ground  of  deser- 
tion (total  473)  was,  in  1895  49-56.  In  1894  the  percentage 
was  46-1  in  1893  47*7  while  it  was  for  the  twenty  year  period, 
47-6. 

Eefusal  to  cohabit  is  mentioned  in  the  statute  as  a  cause  for 
divorce  but  it  must  be  accompanied  with  alliance  with  a  relig- 
ious sect  holding  the  relation  of  husband  and  wife  unlawful. 
There  is  but  one  case  of  libel  brought  on  this  ground  (refusal 
to  cohabit),  and  here  it  was  claimed  on  the  ground  that  such 
refusal  was  cruelty,  but  the  court  held  that  it  was  not  the  kind 
of  cruelty  on  which  a  divorce  could  be  granted.  There  is  no 
reported  case  of  libel  brought  on  the  ground  of  alliance  with 
a  religious  sect  holding  the  marital  relation  unlawful. 

On  pages  168-181  may  be  found  the  statistics  relating  to 
divorces  in  Massachusetts  for  the  period  of  twenty  years 
ending  with  1895.  The  number  for  each  county  is  specified 
for  each  year  of  the  period  the  sexes  in  favor  of  which  they 
were  granted,  and  the  causes  for  which  they  were  granted. 

During  the  entire  period  embraced  in  the  tables  (years 
1876-1895)  13,7'64  divorces  were  granted,  which  was  373  more 
than  were  granted  in  the  twenty  years  ending  with  1894. 

—  Of  the  whole  number,  9,583,  or  69-60  per  cent., 
were  granted  on  complaint  of  the  wife.    " 

Of  the  divorces  granted  on  account  of  adultery,  1,537,  or 
50-8  per  cent.,  were  decreed  to  the  wife  ;  of  those  on  account  of 
desertion  63-6  per  cent.  ;  of  those  on  account  of  intoxication 
88*3  per  cent.  ;  of  those  on  account  of  extreme  cruelty  98-4 
per  cent.  ;  of  those  on  account  of  cruel  and  abusive  treatment 
97-9  per  cent.  ;  and  of  those  on  account  of  non-support  100 
per  cent.  . 

Causes,  —  Of  the  whole  number  of  divorces  granted  in  the 
period  of  twenty  years  ending  with  1895,  3,021,  or  21-9  per 
cent.;  w^re  granted  on  account  of  adultery;  6,505,  or  47-2 
per  cent.,  on    account  of  desertion;    1,835,  or  13-3  per  cent.  ; 
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on  account  of  intoxication  ;  668,  or  4-8  per  cent.  ;  on  account 
of  extreme  cruelty  ;  1,305,  or  9-5  per  cent.  ;  on  account  of  cruel 
and  abusive  treatment;  and  297,  or  2-1  per  cent. ;  on  account 
of  non-support.

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In  table  29  are  presented  the  ratios  of  divorces  to  marriages 
in  each  year,  for  the  period  of  twenty  years  ending  with  1^95. 
The  ratio  for  the  entire  period  was  one  to  26-4.  The  highest 
ratio  was  in  1874,  one  to  18-6,  and  the  lowest  one  to  40-9  in 
1881. 

For  the  year  1895,  it  was  one  to  24-2,  which  was  higher  than 
the  average  of  the  whole  period. 

The  average  marriage  rate  for  the  twenty  years  (1876-1895) 
was  17-93  per  1,000  of  the  population.  For  the  ten  years 
1876-1885  it  was  17-15  and  for  the  following  decade  1886- 
1895  it  was  18-55  an  increase  of  1-40  per  1,000  of  the  popu- 
lation. 

Comparing  the  same  periods  with  reference  to  the  ratio  of 
divorces  to  marriages,  it  appears  that  there  was  from  one  to 
27-44  in  the  former  period  to  one  in  25-75  in  the  latter.

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DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  1895  was  47,540, 
which  was  749  more  deaths  than  the  number  registered  in 
1894,  but  1,544  less  than  the  number  reported  in  1893. 

It  exceeded  the  average  mortality  of  the  five  years  ending 
1895  by  68.-  The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  19-01  per  thou- 
sand of  the  living  population,  which  was  less  than  the  previous 
year,  and  the  least  rate  in  any  year  since  1866. 

The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  was  10,564,  which  was 
the  least  number  since  1891.  The  greatest  infant  mortality 
was  10,990,  in  1893,  and  the  lowest  (5,855)  in  1879,  in  the 
twenty-year  period. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
to  the  total  mortality  in  1895  was  22-22  as  compared  with 
23-29  in  1894  and  22-39  in  1893.  In  table  46  are  stated  the 
number  of  deaths  and  death-rates  per  1000  of  the  living  popu- 
lation for  each  year,  and  for  quinquennial  periods  from  1851  to 
1895  inclusive.  The  death-rates  in  non  census  years  are  esti- 
mated. The  average  death-rate  for  forty-five  years  difiers  very 
little  from  the  annual  means  of  the  five-year  period  ending 
1895. 

In  table  47  are  stated  the  death  rates  for  the  different  coun- 
ties for  the  seven  census  years  1865-1895  and  also  the  number 
of  deaths  in  each  county  for  a  ten-year  period.

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In  table  48  there  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the  mortality 
of  Massachusetts  with  a  number  of  the  countries  of  Europe. 
This  comparative  statement  embraces  a  period  of  twenty  years 
ending  with  1890,  and  of  the  single  years  1891,  1892  and  1893. 
It  is  observable  that  the  average  death  rate  in  Massachusetts  is 
less  than  in  twelve  of  the  countries  and  greater  than  in  Den- 
mark, Ireland,  Sweden,  Norway.  The  highest  death-rate  for 
the  twenty  year  period  is  33-7  in  Hungary  and  the  lowest  in 
Norway  which  was  16*9.

Table  49  furnishes  a  few  State  comparisons,  in  many  cases 
for  fourteen  years,  and  though  the  information  is  limited,  yet 
the  relative  ratio  shows  that  Massachusetts  has  a  higher  death- 
rate  than  a  large  majority  of  the  other  States.  A  prima  facie 
view  of  the  large  death-rate  of  Massachusetts,  as  compared 
with  some  other  of  the  States,  is  probably  due  to  different  ele- 
ments composing  the  mortality. 
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In  table  50  it  appears  that  the  total  mortality  for  1895  was 
greater  than  that  of  1894  and  the  mortality  of  every  month, 
except  January,  July  and  September,  was  greater  than  the  cor- 
responding month  in  1894.  The  greatest  difference  was  in  the 
month  of  February.  The  greatest  number  of  deaths  occurred 
in  March,  and  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  least  in 
June,  and  the  second  quarter.  In  the  year  1894  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths  occurred  in  July.

In  table  53  the  deaths  by  age  and  sex  are  given  for  certain 
periods  of  life,  for  the  years  1894  and  1895  ;  by  which  it  ap- 
pears that  in  the  year  1895,  1,274  more  males  than  females 
died  under  one  year,  and  the  excess  in  the  deaths  of  males 
over  females  was  1,414  under  five  years  of  age.  From  twenty 
to  thirty  years  the  death  of  the  males  exceeded  those  of  the 
females  by  21,  and  for  all  other  ages  the  death  of  the  females 
exceeded  those  of  the  males  by  625.

In  every  county  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
average  age,  as  compared  with  the  average  for  thirty  years, 
ending  1880.  The  average  ages  at  death  in  the  five-year 
period,  1891-1895,  is  greater  in  every  County  of  the  pre- 
ceding five  years,  except  Dukes,  Hampshire,  and  Sufiblk 
Counties. 
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In  tables  58  and  59  are  preyented  the  percentages  of  deaths 
by  nativity  for  1895  and  in  periods  from  1854  to  1895.  In 
table  58  it  appears  that  the  ratio  of  deaths  of  the  native-born 
to  the  total  mortality  of  those  whose  parentage  was  known  was 
the  greatest  in  Barnstable  and  Norfolk,  and  the  least  in  Middle- 
sex and  Suttblk  counties.

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CAUSES   OF   DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  1895  was  47,540. 
Of  this  total  there  were  445  causes  unknown  and  ill-defined, 
comprising  130  deaths  from  hemorrhage,  98  from  tumor,  2  from 
inflammation,  and  213  deaths  the  causes  of  which  were  not 
stated  on  the  returns.  The  percentage  to  the  total  mortality 
for  these  unspecified  causes  for  1895  was  -94,  as  compared 
with  1-0  in  1«94,  1-1  in  1893,  -96  per  cent  in  1892,  and  -90 
per  cent  in  1891.  In  the  Registration  Report  of  1890  the 
average  percentage  from  these  causes  for  the  decade  1871- 
1880  was  3-21,  and  the  subsequent  decade,  1881-1890,  was 
1*37.  It  is  obvious  from  these  dates  that  there  is  much  im- 
provement in  the  clinique  and  diagnosis,  tending  to  a  better  reg- 
istration. In  table  61  are  presented  the  percentages  of  each 
class  of  diseases  from  specified  causes  for  a  period  often  years, 
ending  1895.  A  comparison  with  former  reports  shows  that 
there  is  an  average  decreased  percentage  in  the  class  of  Zy- 
motic, Constitutional,  Developmental,  Violent,  and  increased 
in  the  class  of  Local. 

I.  Zymotic  Causes:  —  Table  62  exhibits  the  statistics  from 
the  principal  Zymotic  or  infectious  diseases  for  a  period  of  ten 
years,  1886-1895.  By  this  table  it  appears  that  the  sum  of 
these  diseases  in  1895  was  less  than  any  year  since  1891,  and 
172  less  than  that  for  the  ten-year  period. 

The  deaths  from  Dysentery  with  one  exception  were  less  than 
any  year  since  1890,  and  27  less  deaths  than  the  ten-year  period. 
The  mortality  from  Typhoid-fever  has  been  the  least  for  any 
year  of  the  ten-year  period,  and  142  l^ss  than  the  average  for 
the  same  period.

The  deaths  from  Whooping  Couirh  were  166  less  than  the 
previous  year,  and  18  less  than  the  average  deaths  for  the 
decade.  The  mortality  from  Diphtheria  was  less  by  76  deaths 
than  the  previous  year,  but  higher  than  any  other  year  in  the 
decade.  The  deaths  from  Measles  were  117,  and  78  deaths  less 
than  the  average  for  the  decade,  1886-1895. 

The  deaths  from  Scarlatina  show  a  considerable  reduction  in 
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1895  from  the  three  previous  years,  but  are  84  deaths  hiirher 
than  the  average  for  the  decade.  It  is  the  only  disease  in  the  table 
that  is  higher  than  the  average,  except  Diphtheria.  The  deaths 
from  Cholera-infantum  were  2,379,  the  least  in  any  year  since 
1889.     There  were  no  deaths  from  Small-pox  during  the  year. 

II.  Constitutional  Diseases.  — The  number  ascril)ed  to  Tu- 
bercular diseases  for  the  year  1895  was  7,341,  of  which  5,486 
deaths  were  from  Pulmonary  Consumption,  or  11-54  per  cent  to 
the  total  mortality.  The  deaths  from  Cancer  were  1,749,  which 
was  3-67  per  cent  to  the  total  mortality  as  compared  with  3-35 
per  cent  in  1894,  3-1  per  cent  in  1893,  and  2-87  per  cent  in  1882. 

III.  Local  Diseases.  — In  table  63  are  presented  the  statist 
tics  of  the  principal  local  diseases.  In  1895  the  number  of  deaths 
ascribed  to  Apoplexy,  Insanity,  Paralysis,  and  Convulsions  (dis- 
eases of  the  nervous  system),  was  4,030,  which  was  69  greater 
than  the  number  reported  from  the  same  cause  in  1894,  10 
more  than  the  number  reported  in  1893,  and  322  more  than 
the  average  for  the  decade  1886-1895.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  Apoplexy  was  1,813,  which  was  95  more  deaths  than  that 
of  1894,  and  393  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten  year  period. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  Paralysis  was  48  more  than  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  19  less  than  the  average  for  the  decade.

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Developmental  Causes. — The  number  of  deaths  ascribed  to 
teething  (78)  was  a  greater  number  than  in  any  year  from 
1890. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  reported  as  having  died  of 
causes  incident  to  the  time  of  birth  was  3,530,  which  was  2 
deaths  less  than  that  of  1894,  140  less  than  in  1893,  but  413 
more  than  the  average  for  the  decade.  The  rate  of  increase 
from  this  group  of  causes  should  be  compared  with  the  birth- 
rate of  the  population,  which  was  also  increased  with  consid- 
erable uniformity,  from  25-37  per  1,000  of  the  population  in 
1886  to  27-02  in  1895,  an  actual  increase  of  16,757  births.

The  number  of  deaths  as  reported  due  to  Insanity  was  51 
less  than  the  year  1894,  and  16  more  than  the  average  for 
the  decennial  period.  The  Deaths  from  Convulsions  were  less 
by  23  than  the  preceding  year,  and  58  less  than  the  average 
for  the  ten -year  period.  The  deaths  from  the  group  of  heart 
diseases  were  3,769,  an  increase  of  148  deaths  over  the  previous 
year,  and  '6^^  more  than  the  decennial  period.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  the  principal  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  — 
Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  and  Pleurisy,  was  6,381,  which  was 
549  more  than  from  the  same  causes  for  the  previous  year,  and 
1 ,941  more  than  the  average  for  the  ten-year  period,  1886-1895. 

From  Bronchitis  there  were  1,558  deaths,  which  was  14  less 
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than  the  previous  year,  and  80  less  deaths  than  the  decennial 
period. 

From  Pleurisy  there  were  171  deaths,  which  was  less  by  32 
than  the  average  for  the  ten-year  period. 

The  deaths  from  Pneumonia  were  4,652,  an  increase  of  551 
deaths  over  the  previous  year,  and  553  more  deaths  than  the  ten 
year  period. 

The  deaths  from  Peritonitis  were  703,  which  was  113  more 
than  the  preceding  year,  112  more  than  in  1893,  and  204  more 
than  the  decennial  period. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  from  old  age  was  1,715, 
which  was  greater  than  the  previous  year,  but  less  than  that 
of  the  decade,  1886-1895. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  causes  incidental  to  childbirth 
was  309,  as  against  225  for  the  decennial  period. 

Deaths  from  Violence. — The  total  mortality  from  the  princi- 
pal causes  due  to  violence,  either  homicidal,  suicidal  or  acciden- 
tal, was  1,256,  a  decrease  of  30  deaths  from  the  preceding 
year,  and  63  less  deaths  than  the  year  1894.

In  the  preceding  tables  the  deaths  from  several  causes  have 
been  reduced  to  twenty  and  ten-year  periods.  In  many  of  the 
following  tables  the  mortality  has  been  extended  for  longer 
periods.  In  the  following  table  the  mortality  from  Small-pox 
embraces  a  period  of  forty-five  years. 

During  the  year  1895  there  were  no  deaths  from  Small-pox. 
With  the  exception  of  1886,  this  was  the  only  3^ear  in  which 
the  state  of  Massachusetts  was  exempt  from  deaths  from  Small- 
pox since  1851.  The  most  noteworthy  epidemic  that  occurred 
during  the  period  of  forty-five  years  was  in  1872-73.  Since 
that  time  the  deaths  from  this  disease  have  been  comparatively 
few  and  the  disease  seems  under  complete  control.

Scarlet  Fever.  —  In  table  70  is  presented  the  mortality  from 
Scarlet  fever  for  a  period  of  thirty-five  years.  The  largest 
number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  1864,  and  the 
lowest  number  in  1889.  The  deaths  for  1895  were  483,  a  de- 
crease from  the  previous  year,  and  88  less  deaths  than  the  aver- 
age of  the  five-year  period  1891-1895. 

In  the  number  of  deaths  by  counties  there  is  an  increase  in 
1895  in  Essex,  Hampden,  Hampshire,  Plymouth  and  Worcester, 
and  a  decrease  in  all  the  rest  except  Bristol,  in  which  the  num- 
ber of  deaths  was  equal.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet 
fever  in  Dukes  and  Nantucket  during  either  of  the  years  1894 
or  1895.

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THE   RETURNS   OF   MEDICAL   EXAMINERS. 


Chapter  379  of  the  Acts  of  1885  provides  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  "  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared 
from  such  returns  such  tabular  results  as  will  render  them  of 
practical  utility  "  and  that  these  shall  annually  be  reported  **  to 
the  General  Court,  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  regis- 
try and  return  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths." 

In  accordance  with  that  provision  Tables  I.  and  II.  have 
been  prepared.  These  Tables  include  all  cases  where  the 
cause  of  death  has  been  investigated  by  the  medical  examin- 
ers, after  notice  that  the  death  was  supposed  to  have  resulted 
from  violence. 

As  in  previous  years  a  careful  examination  of  the  returns  re- 
veals the  fact  that  the  general  authorities  having  to  do  with 
cases  of  sudden  or  violent  or  mysterious  death  still  fail  to  ap- 
preciate the  nature  of  the  duties  of  the  medical  examiner,  and  it 
appears  that  he  is  often  summoned  in  cases  where  under  the 
wording  of  the  statute  he  is  not  only  not  required  to  act  but  is 
actually  prohibited  from  acting. 

*'  Medical  examiners  shall  make  examination  as  hereinafter 
provided  upon  the  view  of  the  dead  bodies  of  such  persons 
only  as  are  supposed  to  have  come  to  their  death  by  violence^ 
Sec.  10,  Chap.  2G,  Public  Statutes. 

The  returns  for  the  year  1895  show  that  nearly  41  per  cent 
of  all  the  cases  examined  were  cases  where  the  death  was  from 
natural  causes,  and  the  returns  for  the  last  decade  show  that 
during  the  entire  period  the  cases  of  death  from  natural  causes 
*'  including  alcoholism"  amounted  to  an  average  of  nearly  39 
per  cent  yearly. 

The  writer  admits  that  to  draw  a  hard  and  fast  line  between 
cases  that  should  be  investigated  by  the  medical  examiner  and 
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those  which  should  not  is  a  matter  of  such  difficulty  as  to 
almost  amount  to  an  impossibility;  for  instance,  in  the  year 
1895  the  medical  examiners  investigated  105  cases,  or  45  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number  investigated,  where  the  death  was  re- 
turned as  from  *' still  birth"  or  *' premature  birth."  Un- 
doubtedly many  of  these  cases  were  such  that  a  reasonable 
supposition  of  infanticide  may  have  been  entertamed  thus 
clearly  bringing  the  cases  within  the  province  of  the  medical 
examiner ;  on  the  other  hand  very  many  were  cases  of  foetuses 
in  the  earliest  stages  of  development  which  could  not  at  any  time 
have  been  considered  '*  persons  "  whose  "  dead  bodies  "  were  to 
be  the  subject  of  official  investigation.  Inasmuch  as  the  med- 
ical examiner  is  generally  notified  by  some  one  not  having  the 
medical  knowledge  requisite  to  enable  him  to  differentiate  be- 
tween bodies  of  infants  viable  and  those  non-viable,  there  seems 
no  way  of  relieving  the  examiner  from  the  duty  of  viewing  all 
cases  of  infants  whose  death  he  is  called  on  to  investigate. 

There  is,  however,  as  shown  by  the  returns  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  cases  to  which  the  medical  examiner  is  called,  which  on 
the  face  of  things  could  not  have  been  attended  with  circum- 
stances causing  a  supposition  of  violence.  Such  cases  are  those 
of  heart  disease,  apoplexy  and  even  phthisis,  where  the  death 
was  simply  sudden  or  where  no  physician  had  been  in  recent 
attendance.  To  such  cases  the  medical  examiner  is  called  in 
order  that  a  certificate  for  burial  may  be  obtained,  thus  putting 
upon  this  official  the  duties  which  properly  belong  to  another ; 
namely,  the  city  or  town  physician. 

Again,  it  is  not  easy  to  see  why  cases  of  deaths  from  alco- 
holism are  not  cases  for  the  medical  examiner  in  every  instance. 
Aside  from  the  cases  "where  alcohol  is  simply  a  contributory 
factor  in  an  accidental,  suicidal  or  homicidal  death,  a  death 
from  alcoholism  seems  as  clearly  to  be  a  death  from  violence, 
that  is,  from  a  cause  not  natural,  as  is  a  case  of  opium  poison- 
ing, and  it  seems  to  the  writer  that  such  deaths  should  be 
classified  among  the  deaths  from  accident  and  not  grouped  with 
the  deaths  from  naturaj  causes. 

The  so  called  *'  medical  examiner  "law  has  been  now  in  oper- 
ation almost  nineteen  years,  and  nearly  half  of  the  cases  investi- 
gated receive  the  attention  of  the  examiner  after  notification  by 
persons    who  possibly  do  not  comprehend  his  duties.     It  is, 
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however,  possible  that  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  intent  of  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  may  obtain  in  the  future. 

It  appears,  from  a  comparison  of  the  tables  based  upon  the 
returns  of  the  registrars  and  those  based  upon  the  returns  of 
the  medical  examiners,  that  there  is  a  discrepancy  especially  as 
to  the  deaths  from  homicide  and  suicide.  The  reason  for  this 
discrepancy  is  sufficiently  obvious,  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that 
the  returns  of  the  medical  examiners  are  the  more  accurate. 

The  question  of  homicide,  suicide  or  accident  is  often  not 
determined  until  after  the  certificate  for  burial  purposes  has 
been  furnished  to  the  registrar.  This  is  notably  true  in  cases 
of  hypothetical  poisoning,  where  the  long  process  of  chemical 
examination  is  necessary  for  an  accurate  determination  of  the 
facts. 

Table  87  sets  forth  the  relative  proportion  of  views  to  autop- 
sies in  the  different  counties  and  the  whole  state  for  the  ten 
year  period  188G-1895. 
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From  this  table  it  appears  that  the  county  of  Suflfolk,  having 
the    largest  population,  has  the  highest  ratio  of  'autopsies  to 
views  for  the  decade  1886-1895  ;  and  the  county  of  Nantucket, ' 
having   the    smallest   population,  has,   with   the  exception   of 
Barnstable,  the  next  highest  ratio  of  autopsies  to  views. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  the  cause  of  which  was  investi- 
gated by  the  medical  examiners  in  1895  was  2,317.  This  num- 
ber is  greater  by  158  than  the  number  reported  in  1894,  and  441 
greater  than  the  average  number  reported  during  the  ten  years 
1886-1895. 

Of  the  number  of  cases  investigated  in  1895, 1,721  were  those 

of  males,  and  582,  or  25-1  per  cent,  were  those  of  females,  while 

the  sex  in   14  cases  was   not  specified.     The  following  table 

gives  the  comparative  data  in  the  matter  of  sex  for  the  ten 

years  1886-1895.

Homicide.  —  The  number  of  deaths  reported  as  from  homicide 
in  1895  was  74  or  3*19  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  investi- 
gated during  the  year,  as  compared  with  68  or  3*15  per  cent 
in  1894,  76  or  3-42  per  cent  in  1893,  and  587  or  3-13  per 
cent  for  the  decade  1886-1895. 

Of  the  whole  number  3  were  cases  of  infanticide,  17  were 
cases  of  abortion,  15  were  homicides  by  firearms,  5  by  stabbing 
and  34  by  other  methods.  There  were  no  cases  of  homicidal 
poisoning  reported  during  the  year. 

Suicide. — The  number  of  deaths  reported  by  the  medical 
examiners  in  1895  as  from  suicide  was  281,  or  12-13  per  cent. 
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as  compared  with  270  or  12-51  per  cent  in  1894,  290  or  13-06 
per  cent  in  1893  and  2,216  or  11-81  per  cent  for  the  ten  year 
period. 

Methods  of  Suicide,  —  Of  the  whole  number  of  suicides  re- 
ported 84  were  committed  by  firearms,  25  by  cutting  the  throat 
or  stabbing,  43  by  drowning,  45  by  hanging,  55  by  poison,  4  by 
throwing  the  body  in  front  of  a  moving  train,  14  by  illuminat- 
ing gas,  4  by  forms  of  asphyxia  and  7  by  leaping  from  a  height. 

Sex.  — Of  the  281  deaths  reported  as  from  suicide,  221  or 
78*6  per  cent  were  males,  and  60  or  21-14  per  cent  were 
females,  as  compared  with  219  or  81-1  per  cent  for  males  and 
51  or  18-9  per  cent  for  females  in  1894,  and  78-6  per  cent 
for  males  and  21-4  per  cent  for  females  in  1893.  Of  the  sui- 
cides by  illuminating  gas  9  were  males  and  5  were  females. 

Of  the  55  cases  of  suicide  by  poison  the  form  of  poison  used 
was  in  20  cases  opium  or  its  compounds  ;  11  were  cases  of 
poisoning  by  arsenic  and  its  compounds,  including  **  Paris 
green  "and  ''Eough  on  Rats,"  while  in  29  cases  other  kinds 
of  poison  were  used. 

Of  the  109  cases  of  suicide  reported  as  from  shooting,  cutting 
the  throat,  &c.,  all  but  7  were  females ;  of  43  cases  of  suicidal 
drowning  28  were  males  ;  of  45  cases  of  suicidal  hanging  35  were 
males ;  and  of  55  cases  of  suicidal  poisoning  35  were  males.

Accident  or  Negligence,  —  From  accident  or  negligence  there 
were  reported  in  1895  1,019  cases,  or  43-98  per  cent  of  all 
the  cases  investigated,  as  compared  with  975  cases  or  45-16  per 
cent  in  1894,  976  cases  or  43-95  per  cent  in  1893,  and  8,675 
cases  or  46*25  per  cent  for  the  ten  year  period,  1886-1895. 

From  all  other  causes,  including  alcoholism  as  well  as  un- 
known or  ill-defined  causes,  usually  of  a  sudden  nature,  there 
were  reported  943  cases  or  40-70  per  cent,  as  compared  with 
846  cases  or  39-18  per  cent  in  1894,  879  cases  or  39-58  per 
cent  in  1893,  and  7,280  cases  or  38-81  per  cent  for  the  ten 
year  period.

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Intemperance.  —  As  to  how  far  the  abuse  of  alcoholic  stimu- 
lants was  a  factor  in  the  deaths  reported  as  having  been  the 
subjects  for  official  examination  by  the  medical  examiners  the 
returns  for  1895  lack,  as  in  former  years,  much  in  the  way  of 
completeness,  and  the  continued  lack  of  uniformity  in  the 
reports  makes  it  a  matter  of  considerable  difficulty  to  arrive  at 
a  correct  estimate  of  the  number  of  deaths  resulting  wholly  or 
in  part  from  intemperance.  The  weight  given  this  factor  in 
any  given  case  seems  largely  to  depend  upon  the  temperament, 
ideas  or  individuality  of  the  respective  medical  examiners. 

As  far  as  can  be  learned  from  the  reports  of  the  medical 
examiners  it  appears  that  there  were  during  the  year  1895  221 
deaths  the  cause  of  which  was  investigated  by  the  medical 
examiners,  for  which  intemperance  was  wholly  or  in  part 
responsible. 

This  number  was  21  more  than  the  number  reported  in  1894 
and  4  more  than  the  number  reported  in  1893,  and  was  9-54 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of  cases  investigated,  as  com- 
pared with  9-26  per  cent  in  1894.  Of  this  number,  4  were 
cases  of  homicide,  36  were  cases  of  suicide,  62  were  cases  of 
accident  and  102  were  cases  of  alcoholism  acute  or  chronic,  or 
of  sudden  death  from  cerebral  oedema,  or  heart  disease  super- 
induced by  abuse  of  liquor. 

Influenza  appears  to  have  lost  weight  as  a  factor  in  suicide. 
The  cheap  and  deadly  illuminating  gas  now  furnished  shows  an 
increasing  roll  of  victims  from  accident,  and  its  popularity  as  a 
method  of  suicide  is  not  diminished. 

It  has  been  customary  for  several  years  to  publish  in  this 
place  the  reports  of  several  cases  as  furnished  by  the  medical 
examiners.  In  the  report  for  this  year  none  are  published,  be- 
cause it  is  a  question  if  such  matter  does  not  more  properly  be- 
long to  a  medical  publication  than  a  book  assuming  to  deal  only 
with  statistics ;  and,  furthermore,  there  were  no  cases  of  such 
especial  interest  reported  for  the  year  1895  as  to  add  anything 
to  such  knowledge  as  has  already  been  a^cquired  by  a  perusal  of 
the  reports  of  cases  published  in  previous  years.  These  cases 
as  published  hardly  illustrated  the  method  of  procedure  under 
the  so-called  medical  examiner  law,  and  in  many  instances  there 
is  a  liability  to  cause  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  divorce  be- 
tween law  and  medicine  intended  by  the  act  of  1877. 
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STATISTICAL  JSTOSOLOGY.

The  followiog  plan  of  a  Nomenclature  and  Classification  of  Diseases 
does  not  essentially  differ  from  that  authorized  by  the  Registrar- 
General  of  England  to  be  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  ' '  Weekly 
Return  of  Births  and  Deaths  in  London,"  and  is  also,  with  slight 
modifications,  identical  with  that  embodied  in  a  report  drawn  up  by 
William  Farr,  Esq.,  M.D.,  of  London,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
International  Statistical  Congress  which  met  at  Paris  in  September, 
1855  ;  which  report  was  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Sixteenth 
Registration  Report  of  the  Registrar-General,  England. 

Note.  —  This  page  and  those  that  follow  contain  two  lists  of  causes  of  death.  The 
first  —  that  on  the  left  side  —  may  be  called  the  Tabular  List,  and  comprises  all  the 
heads  Avhich  it  is  proposed  to  admit  into  the  complete  tables,  and  under  ^s•hich  all  deaths, 
from  whatever  cause,  are  finally  distributed.  It  represents  those  diseases  which,  under 
the  same  terms,  or  terms  strictly  synonymous  with  them,  are  found  in  practice  to  occur 
most  frequently. 

The  Supplemental  List  is  subordinate  to  the  first,  and  contains  the  principal  special 
diseases  which  it  may  be  considered  desirable  to  note.  The  figures  in  this  list  indicate 
the  corresponding  numbers  of  the  tabular  list  under  which  such  diseases  are  ultimately 
arranged.
